Mr. Gano had apparently been 
good health up to the time of his 
death, but on the day prior to his 
death, was taken il) and despite all 
that medical attention could. do he 
passed away in his sleep. 

He leaves to mourn besides his 
loving wife, a son Elmer and two 
daughters Mrs, G. Williams (Marjor- 
ie) and Lavonne, as well as a brother 
Mr, W. R. (Bill) Gano who recently

Due to phone difficulty to Green- 
shields the Star was not able to con- 
tact anyone in that locality but it is 
expected that conditions there are 
about the same &s elsewhere. 

Early Sunday evening a rain and 
wind storm swept over this part ‘of 
Alberta aiding considerably to the 
moisture content of the ground. As 
recorded by the rain gauge of the 
Searle elevator at Fabyan .35 inches

Official announcement came last 
week as to the bag limit of wild 
game hunting: this year, As was ex- 
pected there has been a general short- 
ening of the season for ducks and 
geese as concern is felt for the de- 
creasing population of these wild 
fowl. The dates are announced fur- 
ther on and are inclusive. 

OPEN SPRASONS 
Both Dates Inclusive 
Wilson’s Snipe, Ducks, Geese (other 
than Ross’s Goose), Rails, Coote. 

Throughout the Province of Alberta 
from one-half hour. before sunrise 
September 20 to one-half hour after 
sunset November 11, 

There is a close season through- 
out the year on Eider Ducks, Wood 
Ducks, Swans, Ross’s Goose, Cranes, 
all shore birds except Wilson’s Snipe, 
and all migratory non-game and in- 
sectivorous birds. 

Migratory game birds killed during 
the open season may be possessed in 
Alberta at any time, but the onus of 
proof that birds possessed were law- 
fully killed shall be on the person hav 
ing the birds ig, possession, } 

. BAG LIMITS . 

In any day: Ducks, 7; Geese, 5; 
Coots and Rails, 10; Wilson’s Snipe, 5 

In any open seagon: Ducks, 656; 
Geese, 20; Rails and Coots, 80; Wil- 
son’s Snipe, 50. ‘ 

No one shall have in his possession 
at any time more than 14 Ducks, or 
15 Geese, or 20 Wilson’s Snipe, or 40 
Coots and Rails. 

GUNS, APLIANCES AND 
HUNTING METHODS 

FORBIDDEN—tThe use of an auto- 
matic (auto-loading) gun, or swivel 
or'machine gun, or battery, or rifle, 
or shotgun loaded with a single bu’- 
let, or any gun larger than number 
10 gauge, or any weapon other than 
&@ gun or a bow and arrow; and the 
use of live birds as decoys, or of any 
aeroplane, power-boat, sail-boat, or 
night-light, and shooting from any 
motor or wheeled vehicle, or a vehicle 
to which a draught animal is attach- 
ed. The hunting of migratory game 
birds by the use or aid of baiting with 
grain or other artificial food is pro- 
hibited. 

The hunting, killing or attempting 
to kill any Geese within one hundred 
yards of the edge of the waters of the 
North Saskatchewan, Red Deer, Bow 
or South Saskatchewan Rivers is pro- 
hibited. ace ;

Stress Completion Of 
Alberta Road Plans 


' Importance of the provincial auth- 
orities ensuring the’ completion of 
the 1947 road program this year is 
being stressed by officials of the 
Alberta Motor Association, With the 
steadily increasing demands of the 
motor tourist industry, the need for 
improved roads is more vital than 
ever, Also, it is noted that general 
traffic is demanding better second- 
ary and market as weil as main 
roads. 

Some concern was felt lately when 
the provincial government announc- 
ed that a shortage of asphalt might 
affect the completion of its $8,000,- 
000 hard surfacing program, 

To ‘remedy the situation, provin- 
cial officials proposed to divert sup- 
plies from some projects to others 
where the shortage was more acute. 
A conference was held with repre- 
sentatives of oil companies in Cal- 
gary with a view to securing an in- 
creased output of asphalt. . 

Hon. W. A. Fallow, Minister o 
Public Works, stated. that unless 
greater supplies of asphalt were 
forthcoming, there might be a s:r- 
ious curtailment of the government's 
10ad surfacing program.

80 feet long and 36 feet wide and 
gives spacious quarters to the three 
doctors in charge, Dr, H. C, Wallace, 
Dr. J, Bradley and Dr, J. D. Wallace.

The building is one of the finest to 
be found in Alberta, for the doctors 
visited several before plans were 
finally completed. All windows are 
equipped with venetian blinds and 
the lighting is the most modern with 
4-tube fluorescent light fixtures pro- 
viding more than ample light. At 
present the plumbing and heating is 
not altogether completed but this is 
expected to be finished before freeze- 
up this fall, ;

Province Suspends 
60 Drivers Licenses 


Operating of Alberta’s compulsory 
car liability act has resulted in 60 
drivers’ licenses being suspended. ac- 
cording to information received by 
officials pf the Alberta Motor As- 
sociation, The new act which sets up 
a fund for compensation of those in- 
jurred in accidents went into effect 
April 1. 

There are more than 160,000 lic- 
ensed car drivers in the province. 

Of the 60 suspensions, about 20 
drivers had their licenses returned 
when their owners posted either a 
bond or cash to cover estimated dam- 
ag they had caused in motor acci- 
dents. . 

Forty suspensions still are in effect 
and these drivers will stay “banned” 
from driving on a highway until-they 
have made good the damage caused. 

On the basis of $1 per license fee in 
addition to the regular license, the 
province has established a fund of 
$100,000. Damages and claims by 
persons injured in accidents are paid 
from this fund. No actual claims for 
payments have been made yet. 


Worlds Chemistry Experts 
Hold Congress In Britain 


Chemists and research experts 
from 28 nations including Russia 
opened their meetings in London on 
July 17th. Their discussions are 
ranging over almost every major 
development, in chemistry made dur- 
ing the last nine years. Two thousand 
delegates are attending this eleventh 
International Congress, It is organ- 
ized in 14 sections at which about 
100 papers will be read by exper‘’s 
on their specific subjects. These will 
include a new system of chemica! 
nomenclature which has been work- 
ed out by # United Kingdom scie.#- 
ist and chemistry of the antibiotics 
in which interesting new fields have 
been opened up by Britain's contri- 
bution in discovering penicillin. 
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-. The education problem is one which at some early date 
must be faced by everyone residing within the Wain-. 
wright School Division: At present the local School Div- 
isional Board is experiencing difficulty in securing ade- 
quate teaching staff for some of its schools, even one 
main post remains unfilled at time of writing. This is a 
situation we think will correct itself as time goes on, but 
the question of accommodation looms high on the hori- 
zon and at present shows little or no let-up. The school 
buildings in Wainwright are approximately 25 years — 
out of date, and as time goes on the situation will become 
~ worse, As it stands now there,is needed over $100,000 
worth of new building. This has not been needed this 
year or last year only. It has been needed for the past 
ten years: During this time the old buildings have been 
changed, repaired, altered and added to, but still the 
situation is such that the measures taken thus far have 
only been of a temporary nature. 


Around the year 1910, realizing a need for education in 
a proper school, a start was made on the big brick school. 
This school has had a busy life since that date and we 
~ find now that it is small in comparison with present day . 
needs, Since that time many schools have been construct- 
ed or moved in to aleviate the shortage of space, but as 
we said before they have only been of a temporary nature 
‘One can not add buildings to a playground, call them 
schools and then expect the acme of perfection from an 

educational System, 


At present there is a great duplication of services and , 
expense caused by our school buildings dotting the full 
block and one half. For an example, think of the heat 
that is used to warm five buildings when the amount of 
gas used in any one of them would go a long way to heat 

- a modern one roof school building: 


Yes, the taxpayers of the town and the district which 
come under the jurisdiction of the Wainwright School 
Division will have to face this problem of erecting a 
modern school building with all units and grades under 
one roof. No doubt money will have to be borrowed to do 
this, but \this is an improvement in our educational sys- 

m which will have to come regardless of cost. With the 

igher cost of materials and building today it might be 
‘advisable to wait, as the present accommodation is suf- 
ficient for a few more years, but a few more years only. 
This problem can not be disregarded for very long. Plans 
should be studied at an early date, so when conditions 
are right a start could be made which would insure the 
proper housing. of pupils attending school. 


The one question, what to do with the present build- 
ings, seems to be uppermost in our minds: They are ac- 
tually too good to destroy as money, and plenty of it, has 
been spent on their upkeep every year. No doubt they 
could be salvaged and some of the material could be used 
over again, but then again would the labor bill for such 
an undertaking justify the cost? We doubt it. 


However, we have heard that other centres in the Div- 
ision are in much more need of new buildings and conse- 
quently will receive same before ‘a start is made on. im- 
proving the Wainwright situation, if this is the, case, 
Wainwright will have to wait. It is just a matter of how 

. long we will have to wait though, as something will def- 
initely have to be done within the next five years if the 
problem is still as acute then as it is today. 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS CASES INCREASE 


With infantile paralysis cases on the increase in Alber- 
ta it is important that parents be watchful when child- 
ren develop symptoms that seem to point to the disease. 

Since it so closely resembles influenza or a summer 
cold in the early stages a doctor should be consulted 
whenever the symptoms seem to indicate them at this 
time of year. 


‘Aside from the usual symptoms of ‘flu a child may 
complain of headache, pain in the back of 'the head or 
neck and of pains in the legs. Intestinal disturbances are 
a characteristic of the disease. There is usually a fever 
and the throat may be sore, 


Parents, watch your children. Manitoba has over 125 
cases now. Cases in Alberta are on the increase. And re- 
member, older. people are often victims of the disease.

While this is encouraging it 
certainly is disappointing to see that only one person is 
interested enough in helping the community and district 
to sit down and write a letter. 


Come on folks, let’s have the suggestions! It may not 
do any good as far as locating an industry here, but it 
certainly will help in giving the Board of Trade some- 
thing to work on. 
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On thousands of acres of some of 
the best agricultural land, water 
erosion is the cause of destroying or 
damaging the vital top soil which 
means the loss of the production of 
food preducts at a time when they 


’ are so urgently needed, 


The effects of water erosion are 
not always readily visible and for 
that reason, farmers may not realize 
that the problem exists until they 
see large gullies in thefr fields, says 
E. J. Britten,’ Dominion Experimen- 
tal Farm, Brandon, Man. 

All sloping land is subject to water 
erosion when under heavy rain or 
snowfall. 

Grass is one of the farmers’ great- 
est weapons in combatting the waste 
caused by water erosion. Its protect- 
ing green mantle above the soil and 
its clutching root system below tend 
to slow down'the speed of the run- 
ning water and at the same time pre- 
vent the soil itself from being moved 
away. : ; 

Various means of combatting wat- 
er erosion have been found success- 
ful but methods must vary with the

One method of farming sloping 
land is to leave strips of grass on the 
contour, Other crops may then be 
conveniently sown between the strips 
of grass, with the strips wide enough 
to break the current. of water. Water 
runways or gullies should be stabil- 
ized by seeding or even sodding and 
left permanently to grass. If the 
shoulders of the gully are worked 
down so that the runway is broad and 
shallow, there will'be little difficulty 
in crossing it while cultivating the 
remainder of the field.

Should Be Variety 
Canned Products . 

There will be a good variety of 
canned fruits and vegetables on 
grocers’ shelves this winter, Despite 
a short crop of 4ome kinds of fruits 
and vegetables, commercial canning 
companies will nevertheless be able 
to’ keep the consumer happy, says 
F, J, Perry, Chief Canning Inspectcr, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 

While emphazing that much de- 
pends on 4 continuance of good girow- 
ing weather and favourable — condi- 
tiohs at harvest, Mr, Perry finds 
many cheerful items in examining 
the likelihood of this year’s canning 
operations. 

The strawberry crop is over and it 
was a good one—the largest in sev- 
eral years, While canned strawber-’ 


three yeare during the war, owing to 
shortage of metal for cans, this 
year’s pack will probably be equal 
to that of the sizeable pack of 1941. 
Mr.’ Perry foresees more strawberry 
jam than usual, but no more frozen 
strawberries than were packed last 


r. ' 

There will be a less than average 
pack of cutned cherries. A fair-sized 
pack in British Celumbia is more 
than balanced by the small quantity 
available for canning in Ontario, 

The good crop of both raspberries 
and loganberries assures an. average 
pack ef these fruits. 

Deliveries of apricots to canners 
in British Columbia,have been only 
about 30 per cent of normal,” but 
canning firms will probably can 
enough imported apricots to bring 
the pack’up to average. 

It is expected there will be a larg- 
er‘than average pack of canned 
peaches, despite a decline in the On- 
tario crop, Production of peaches in 
British Columbia ig presently esti- 
mated at about.20 per cent above 
that of 1946. ; 74 


There are prospects for a good 


crop of phims, especially of prune 
plums, B.C. production is forecast as 
20 per cent above that of last year. 
The pack, however, will certainly be 
no higher than the ‘record pack of 
1946, as there is a heavy carryover

Actually, though, there isn’t just 
one kind of ‘turpentine—there are 
four: gum spirits, steam distilled 
wood, destructively distilled wood, 
and sulphate turpentine. 

Gum turpentine, or gum apirits, ia 
obtained xrom long leaf pine forests, 
mostly found in the southern part of 
the United States. The trees are 
slashed and the oleo-resin from the 
wounds is collected. Then it is mixed 
with water and distilled over a wood 
fire, s0 that the turpentine passes off 
with the steam, weree resin in the 
still.

In the making of destructively dis- 
tilled turpentine, pine stumps remov- 
ed from. the ground by blasting by 
stump pullere are heated dry, with- 
out the use of steam, and the turpen- 
tine is extracted by the heat Sul- 
phate turpentine, the youngest of 
an old family, is obtained.from the 
crude waste liquor of paper mills, It 
is the strongest of all turpentines in 
solvent power, but has a more pun- 
gent odor than its brothers.

American Money 
Regulations 

At the request of the Foreign Ex- 
change Control Board, the R,C.M.P. 
have commenced a country-wide 
check of the way in which storekeep- 
ers, service stations, hotels and others 
are handling US. currency received 
from tourists. 

The U.S, dollar expenditures of 
tourists in Canada are one of the 
main sources of the foreign exchange 
needed to pay for Canadian imports 
and other normal expenditutes in the 
United States. So that the U.S. dol- 
lars spent by tourists will be avail- 
able for these purposes, the Foreign 
Exchange Control Regulations re- 
quire that Canadian merchants and 
others turn'the U.S. currency they’ 
receive into their banks, 

Officials of the Board said that 
reports they have reczived indicate 
that many merchants are not turning 
in their U.8, dollar receipts but are 
paying them wut freely in change and 
in gome cases are selling them to 
“nembers of the public in exchange 
for Cunadhan currency; This has led
